POLITICAL STORMS 


FREQUENT IN 1922 


Upheavals 
of 
Domestic Nature 


Occurred in Most of the Coun- 


tries of Europe During 


the Year. 


Political upheavals of a domestic 


nature occurred In most of the lead- 
Ing European countries in 1322, the 
most unexpected being the overthrow 
of David Lloyd George In England, 
and perhaps the most significant the 
near-revolutionary 
assumption 
of 


power of the Fascistl, headed by Sig- 
uor Mussolini, in Italy- 


In 
England 
Lloyd 
<~Jeorge was 


driven from office after seven years 
pre-ilershlp as the result of a revolt 
of the conservative wing of his coali- 
tion government. 
He resigned Octo- 


ber 19 and was succeeded three days 
later by Andrew Bonar Law, conser- 
vative leader. At the ensuing general 
election, November 15, Bonar Law's 
party was returned to power by a sub- 
stantial majority, Lloyd George liar- 
ing but a remnant of his party left. 


Italy' had two cabinet crisis before 


the advent of Mussolini. First Pre- 
mier Uonomi rottlgued In February, 
endeavored to form a new cabinet, but 
eventually save way to Signer Lulgi 
Facia. The Facta cabinet got into 
trouble In the late summer, resigned, 
but endeavored to reform. Alter the 
country had been practically without 
a government tor over a fortnight, the 
militant 
Fascist! 
took 
c h a r g e , 


inarched on Rome in what was the 
most remarkable "constitutional revo- 
lution" in Europe's history, and forced 
the appointment of the leader Benlto 
Mussolini as premier. 


France bad a political crisis as the 


result of the Cannes conference and 
Premier Aristide Brland was hurled 
from office, being succeeded by ex- 
President Raymond Polncare. 


Germany, after a troubled political 


life under Premier Wirth eventually 
changed governments Jn November, 
Wirth being succeeded by the ship- 
ping magnate Cuno, as premier. 


Greece 
had 
numerous 
political 


crisis which culminated in the over- 
throw of King Constantine, the im- 
peachment and execution of three ex- 
premiers, two other ministers and a 
general, by the revolutionary commit- 
tee.Poland on December 16 suffered the 
loss 
by assassination of President 


Narutowicz at the hands of an insane 


poet. 
He waa 
automatically suc- 


ceeded by Gen- Pilsudskl, who took 
over the reins of governorship pend- 
luK the election of a new president. 


Spain passed a troubled political 


year. Premier Allende-Salazar being 
succeeded by Senor Sanchez. Guerni, 
who resigned but accepted the pre- 
miership again December 2. 


Portugal's pasi year resulted in the 


overthrow of several cabinets, and 
two revolutionary outbreaks, which, 
however, were net of international Im- 
portance.

In Paris. 
Signifi-rarwo was attached 


to the conference in the Quai d'Orsay, 
presided over by Premier PoJncare 
.similar to that of a week ago. Marshal 
Foch and 
General Weygand were 


understood to have been present to 
furnish military information necessary 
in connection with the French view- 
point. 
Premier Bonar Law received a 


chilly reception when he arrived here 
to face the ticklish task of making 
French and British reparations view- 
points meet. 
Poincare, detained in the senate,

Germany some 


favors as to reparations. 


The press blames England for the 


present situation, declaring her policy 
tantamount to encouraging Germany 
in defaulting payments.

to 


risk his neck or his reputation merely 
to satisfy his own curiosity in the mat- 


ter, and if the curiosity of the public 
is to be satisfied it will be one of the 
costliest bits of information it ever 
bought 
Probable figures which 
the 


champions would demand can only be 
guessed at, but it's not much of a 
guess that the bout would be over in 
a matter of seconds after it started. 


If Dempsey lands first, well and 


good for the fighting game; 
but if 


Lewis catches first, the 
wrestler's 


stock would at once begin to soar. In 
either case it would be more or less 
a matter of luck and the backers of 
the 
respective 
contestants 
would 


have every right in the world to yell 
for another match. But if either man 


•came thru two out of three or three 
out of five times, there wouldn't be 
much room for argument. 


It would be hard enough to find a 


promoter willing to stage such a meet- 
ing ior the doubtful gate he wouid re- 
ceive for one bout, but to find one to 
stage a series of bouts, so that there 
would be no question as to the su- 
periority ot one sport over the other, 
would take quite some hunting. 


Such a confest undoubtedly would 


not establish a 
precedent, for 
the 


chief leason that the fans would not 
receive enough action foi their money. 
They pa> for action, and action tliey 
must have, preferably served out over 
a reasonable period of time rather 
than tossed at them in one concen- 
trated bunch.

Early Hat Bands. 


From the descriptions discovered on 


the walls of ancient temples it is 
apparent that, as far back at 3500 
B. C., Egyptian women used a band 
with streamers to fasten their hair, 
tying this In a bow at the back or 
side. 
This style waa retained by 


many people, thru many centuries, and 
in the fourteenth century It was used 
as a "filet"—merely a straight band 
without streamers, which held the 
hair away from the forehead and 
the eyes. 


It was this filet which gave rise to 


the streamered 
head-dresses which 


were much in vogue during the reign 
of James I., when, one reads, "Endy- 
mion Porter wore his wife's diamond 
necklace on his hat during a tour in 
Spain, but it appeared like paste be- 
side the gorgeousriess of the duke of 
Buckingham, who wore the 'Mirror of 
France' (the finest diamond in Eng- 
land) with a little black feather on 
the side of his hat"

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TRAFFIC A SOET OF FLAME TO 


MAJORITY OF DRIVERS. 


Problem Probably Greater, Accord- 


ing to Mayor Zehrung, Where 


City Has One Main Artery 


in Down-Town Section. 


Mayor Zehrung has come to the con- 


elusion that congested traffic is at 
least fifty per cent mania. 
Conges- 


lion, he believes, Is a sort u£ flame 
that draws motorists—a flame which 
they apparently cannot resist. 
Traf- 


fie congestion*Oh O street at certain 
hours has come to be .considered as a 
thing Inevitable. And-the-mania or 
whatever it 
is which apparently 


draws toward congestion and builds 
up congestion, may be greater where 
a city has one main business artery 
instead of many. 


On Tuesday afternoon the council 


will pass a 
new traffic 
ordinance 


which is Intended to protect and to 
regulate. It Is not a drastic law and 
there are few departures from the old 
law. Tremendous growth in the num- 
ber of automobiles in the past few 
1 years has brought to the mayor re- 


alization that some changes are es- 
sential. When he caused to be writ- 
ten iato his new ordinance the pro- 
vision that drivers shall signal when 
turning t& the right, to the left, Into 
curb or alley or away from curb—in 
short, that the 
driver . shall signal 


whenever he intends to do anything 
but the thing he Is doing, there was 
considerable discussion. Some called 
it drastic. And the same comment 
was offered in regard to the proviso 
that automobiles shall come to a stop 
while street cars are taking on c.r dis- 
charging passengers. 
This proviso 


has been changed to exempt comers 
provided with adequate safety zones. 


That the Lincoln provisions 
are 


not drastic as compared with those of 
other cities Is indicated from a num-' 
her of items In the current issue of 
the Traffic Officers Journal. 


"Two curb accidents in St. Louis 


where sixty-two were killed during the 
first sir months of this year," says 
the Journal, "one-way traffic has been 
established in congested districts and 
automobiles must come to a complete 
stop at all boulevards, must not pass 
a street car discharging' passengers 
and must not exceed eight miles in the 
congested districts. 


"A Detroit ordinance requires 
all 


persons to be able to drive under all 
conditions before being granted a 
state driver's license. 
Seventy per- 


sons .were killed there during the first 
six month* of 1922 and 1,921 were in- 
jured. 
"In Dallas. Texas, in the down-town 


sections, cars are required to stop at 
least five feet in the rear of street 
cars discharging 
passengers 
and 


safety zones have been established at 
various points. 


"Increased uae of the 
automatic 


slow and stop signals on automobiles 
is causing automobile drivers to neg- 
lect the hand signals, resulting in an 
increasing number of collisions on the 
highways. 
The hand signal is de- 


clared to be the safest and most re- 
liable. • Pedestrians, as well as motor- 
ists, should learn the signals." 


Refugees From Near East. 


If it were possible for the United 


States to be guided in the matter 
solely by considerations of humanity, 
congress should forthwith give -its 
approval to-the White-bill, designed, 
to facilitate the admission into the 
United States of refugees from the 
near east. The scythe-like advance 
of the Turkish nationalist armies has 
rendered homeless and destitute tens 
of thousands of Greeks, Armenians, 
and other Christians. These refugees 
we too many in numbers to find, for 
the time being, new homes in terri- 
tory hitherto^ untouched by the Turks. 
A not inconsiderable 
proportion of 


them havs now turned with hopeful 
eyes toward the United States, con- 
fident that once they have crossed the 
Atlantic they •will find a refuge where 
they will no longer feel the lash of 
persecution, nor be exposed to the 
hardships which are the lot of the 
refugee the world over. Against the 
fulfilment of these hopes but one ob- 
stacle remains—the three per cent im- 
migration rule. The quotas 
from 


Greece, Turkey and other parts of 
the near east nave been virtually ex- 
hausted for the current fiscal year, 
and without a modification of the 
existing rule only a small fraction of 
those who wish to enter the United 
States will be able to do so. The 
White bill now before the house im- 
migration committee aims to let down 
the ban somewhat, so far as these 
restrictions affect refugees from the 
near east 
But there are other considerations 


•which must control the decision of 
congress besides those of a humane 
interest in the welfare of these un- 
fortunate persons. The first and most 
important duty of congress is the de- 
fense of American interests and the 
well-being of American citizens. . The 
three per cent rule was endorsed by 
the supreme law-making body of the 
land because its passage was neces- 
sary to protect the rights of the 
American •workingman and his family. 
The same conditions today make 
necessary the continuance of this rule. 
Unemployment still presents a grave 
-domestic problem; *ad unless a curb 
is placed upon the Sow of immigration 
into the United States, the American 
standards of living will be lowered. 
an<5 ?h* security of Americas society 
pa<3 angered,

INDOOR SPORTS 
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Policies the Fanners Want. 


The new world outlook of the farm- 


ers and their policies as represented 
in the American farm bureau federa- 
tion are outlined in an interview by 
James.R. Howard, president of the 
organization, in "Our World." 
The 


interview, written by O. M. Kile under 
the heading "The World from the Hay- 
stack," is in part as follows: 


"When Jim Howard gave up Ins job 


as cashier in a Clemens, Iowa, bank 
in 1909 and went back to the home 
farm nearby, the business world may 
have lost a coming financier, but agri- 
culture won back a great thinker and 
leader. 


"From the vantage point of his 480- 


acre farm and with the background of 
two years' teaching in North Carolina 
and five years' banking experience, on 
top of a degree of bachelor of philoso- 
phy from the University of Chicago, 
he began to study the farmers' prob- 
lems. He says: 
" 'We farmers used to have our 


vision- bounded largely by our own 
line fences. A little later we got to 
looking over the fence to see what our 
neighbors were doing. But during the 
past five years, particularly during 
and since the world war, -we have 
leaped county and state lines and are 
now taking a real interest in national 
and international affairs.' 


"And the farmer now has an organ- 


ization that will permit him to do this. 
The American farm bureau federation, 
of which Mr. Howard is president, 
has more than a million members with 
state and county units thruout the 
entire farming regions. 
You find 


yourself in the presence of—and your 
hand being vigorously shaken by—a 
powerfully-built, keen-eyed indivi<3upl» 
who knows how to smile and can cast 
work aside and make you feel thoroly 
welcome. His hair is turning gray— 
a little prematurely, you conclude. 
You know instinctively that he has 
followed the plow, seeded- and har- 
vested, day after day and year after 
year, yet his alert and vigorous man- 
ner warns you that he is a student of 
the world trends and •world economics. 
His interest in foreign developments 
is particularly keen. 
" 'Why shouldn't we farmers be In- 


terested in European conditions and 
developments?' he asks In reply to my 
question. 'The farmer has a greater 
direct interest in European conditions 
at this time than has ,the merchant or 
the manufacturer or the banker. They 
all have other trade fields to which 
they can turn. 
The farmer has no 


other. Europe Is the sole customer 
for our agricultural surpluses. While 
Europe is the farmer's customer, she 
is 
the 
manufacturer's 
competitor. 


South America, India, Africa, Aus- 
tralia, which are all open to the in- 
dustrial trade of the United States, 
are the competitors of the American 
farmer in European markets.* 


"A shrewd business flrm is always 


interested in the welfare of its cus- 
tomers. And the fewer the customers 
the more solicitous the management 
for each individual customer. Since 
the farmer has but the one customer, 
it becomes exceedingly important that 
our trade relationship with Europe be 
maintained upon such a reciprocal 
basis as will enable us to keep open 
and develop our European markets. 


"The American fanner in the past 


may have been too closely tied to his 
barnyard. But today he is learning to 
look around and he gets a fairly virad 


i-jre Jtwlung out from h5s own barn

•world trade. 
That's why he wants

hooded mob. Teegeston mysteriously 
disappeared Friday night.

quietly called from his bunk house 
partly clad and failed to reappear. 
More than a score of men, wearing 
the black masks, which sent waves of 
fear thruout the parish, sped away 
with the witness.

It does not take a very smart man 


to figure out why the prices of farm 
products are 
comparatively low. 


There is no big bogey man haunting 
the market places and scaring them 
down, no sinister control such as some 
of our most fluent political demagogs 
describe. Farm prices are the result 
of supply and demand and not of any 
manipulation other than that which 
grabs off a few cents here and there. 
They are not as high as other goods 
now because the foreign market is 
limited in its ability to buy. The 
farmers of Nebraska backed Hiram 
Johnson to the limit a few years ago 
because Hiram said we had no busi- 
ness in Europe. The fact is that the 
farmer's principal business is in Eu- 
rope, so far as price-making custom- 
ers are concerned. 


The legislators who think that the 


' code is responsible for high taxes will 


do well to ascertain the facts before 
they take to tearing to pieces the ad- 
ministrative machinery of the state. 
The code departments as a whole, ac- 
cording to the figures easily ascer- 
tainable, will turn in a quarter million 
dollars of profit for the biennium, 
which goes to reduce the sum neces- 
sary to raise by direct taxes. If there 
are any activities that the legislature 
decides to do away with that can be 
done by amending existing law. The 
vital principle of the code is to have 


i public business done along the same 
lines as private business. That ought 
to be preserved and must be pre- 
served if permanent tax reductions 
are made. 


I wonder what has become of that 


search for the twelve greatest men in 
the country that was started in the 
east some time ago.

An effort la to be made at the com- 


ing session of the legislature to repeal 
the Reed-Norval language law. Some 
of the force behind it is supplied by 
the politicians who tftink in terms of 
expediency. If there is anything harsh 
in the law that is not necessary to the 
Amerizanization program of which it 
is an integral part no one will object 
to its elimination, but so long as an 
element of the population refuses to 
obey the law and has gone to the high- 
est court in the land to determine its 
constitutionality, it would seem the 
part of duty and right to wait till we 
find out If the state has the right to 
direct in what language its children 
shall be taught and how far it may go. 


Speaking of the 
railway commis- 


sion, the idea seems to be widespread 
that it has been deprived, by congres- 
sional action and interstate commerce 
commission encroachment, of all of its 
old powers. A man above the average 
intelligence was In the commission 
rooms the other'. Teek to see it he could 
get help from it to secure electric 
lights In his home town depot. He said 
he knew the commission had no power 
any more in these matters but would 
it please write a letter or assist some 
other way? He was surprised to find 
that the commission has never lost 
control of railroad service, and in a 
Tew weeks his depot had the lights. 
The general public does not know 
either that the commission now has 
as much power over rates as It ever 
had, yet this Is a fact Work of all 
:sorts is piled up on the commission- 
ers' desks, some cases being sub- 
mitted months ago. 


If an old man gets tired of the rou- 


tine of life and longs for the summons 
to cross, it is largely his own fault. 
At least .that Is the verdict of middle 
age, which has yet to experience what- 
ever terrors there are to old age.
